KK5F asked a while back-- 


"I have a question about the frequently used MILES PER WATT term. Is 
the inverse square law used to predict the equivalent distance that 
would be caused by a one watt signal?" 


I'm answering this as a civilian, not in my capacity as president of the 
QRP ARCI, and this reply does not necessarily represent official policy 
of the QRP ARCI or any other group :-) Nor is it intended to be the 
definitive answer on the subject, just some personal comments. 


The short answer is "no." Many people have pointed out over the last 
ten years or more that the measurement unit of "miles per watt" 
(defined as dividing mileage by power in watts) isn't a strictly 
scientific means of rating contacts, citing the inverse square law, and 
that's been known for quite some time. It's just basic physics. This has 
come up several times over the years, both in paper QRP journals and 
online forums, but there has never been any major rush to "reform" the 


miles per watt metric. I guess it all comes down to the degree of 
seriousness that we wish to attach to it. 


The interest in "miles per watt" probably started with the QRP ARCI 
years and years ago, even before I joined in 1967--at that time, the 
1000 Miles Per Watt award was already in existence, and that was quite a 
few years before the QRP ARCI turned itself into a "real" QRP club. 
[Those were back in the days when it was a reformist group voluntarily 
limiting itself to 100 watts or less (input, in those days) to reduce 
QRM on the air. A noble enough goal, though not what we'd consider QRP 
nowadays. The club converted itself into a "true QRP club" in the late 
70's, spearheaded by then-president K8IF. Not surprisingly, it was a 
long, drawn out and somewhat traumatic process, fought all the way by 
the “old guard." Since I joined the Air Force in 1970 and was pretty 
much out of ham radio until 1985, I missed all of the "fun."] 


The award has always been for working someone at a power and distance 
such that the great circle distance divided by the power in watts equals 
or exceeds 1000. Yes, some miles-per-watt records are different from 
others :-) As so many have pointed out over the years, the inverse 
square law does apply, so that working 1000 miles with precisely one 
watt is not the same achievement as 100 miles with 100 milliwatts, 
though both equal 1000 "miles per watt" when you do the math. 


Other factors come into play, too, that make some "miles per watt" 
numbers more meaningful than others. I have a 7 million miles per watt 
personal record, but don't find it particularly satisfying and look on 
it more as a scientific curiosity than a great achievement. It was done 
on a nice, quiet, stable (no QSB), closed-for-the-night ten meter band 
in early 1991, I believe, with someone a half mile away (distance 
between antenna feedpoints measured to an accuracy of about ten feet 
according to the best government maps available at the time), and 
running about 70 nanowatts output. (The power of a custom 3 milliwatt 
rig was measured with a 100 MHz scope and confirmed with a diode 
detector, with correction factors applied as detailed in a W7EL QST 
wattmeter article circa 1992, and that 3 mw rig was followed by a series 
of calibrated homebrew attenuators). 


I was much more impressed when local QRPer KB3WK worked VK-land on 40 
meters with several watts--that required some serious propagation with 
multiple hops on a somewhat crowded and noisy band (and probably a fair 
amount of QSB tossed in for good measure). While only a couple of 
thousand miles per watt, I look on that as a much greater achievement, 
while my own--at 7 million MPW--was more along the lines of a sterile 
laboratory experiment under totally controlled, stable and optimum 
conditions. His was an achievement in the real world :-) I'd get a lot 
more satisfaction from duplicating what he did than from my own 
achievement, even though the raw "miles per watt" numbers are much less 


impressive. 


Of course, I do have my share of high MPW contacts that I did find 
satisfying. Back in 1990/91 I worked all over eastern Europe with double 
digit milliwatts (mostly under 50 mw) on several different bands, using 
a 40M delta loop antenna with tuner. I even started catching what I call 
"milliwatt fever"; sometimes I'd call an eastern European with something 
like 20 milliwatts, get no reply, and couldn't force myself to crank up 
the power to, say, 100 mw and try again! It just felt so dirty and cheap 
to use all that power :-) 


BTW, how did I know that the local really was copying my signal at that 
level and not using ESP to repeat to me what I had sent? He held his 2M 
HT up to the speaker and let me copy my own sending at the 70 nanowatt 
level :-) 


I've always considered the 1000 miles per watt award to be more of a fun 
thing, not a cold, calculating, clinical measurement, and it isn't. 
Let's not take it TOO seriously. QRP is supposed to be fun! I've always 
looked on the award as sort of a "rite of passage" into QRP :-) 


If we want to have a truly clinical metric for QRP operation, we can 
drag in the GPS units at both ends to get precise distances down to a 
couple hundred yards (or whatever the current accuracy is); consult the 
latest solar reports to find out what the true RF path was at the time 
and correct the distance for that (the signal bounces up and down 
between the ground and some level of the atmosphere around a sphere, not 
a straight, line of sight path over a perfectly flat surface, so some 
geometry is involved); rent a fully lab-calibrated Hewlett Packard RF 
power meter to verify our output at the back of the rig, rent some more 
equipment to precisely determine our feedline loss to a hundredth of a 
decibel with 1% accuracy; factor in antenna height and gain--measured 
gain, not what the manufacturer claims it is..... but by this point it's 
stopped being fun for most folks :-) Life may be too short for QRP or 
for $800 finals, but it's also too short for this sort of thing! 


(When I first typed this up I started rambling on about measuring power 
at low levels, using attenuators, etc, but decided that's beyond the 
scope of the original topic and will be posted separately.)

Many years ago a Panamanian C-130 left Panama City at night, 
departing over the Pacific.

This past weekend I decided to install the new voltage regulator so 
generously provided by Dave AD6A. Once installed I connected the rig to 
an antenna and started to tune around the band. Nothing...! I hada 
working rig for several months before installing the regulator! Checked 
the regulated voltages provided by the regulator...everything is ok. I 
discover the voltage remains a constant 0.75V on pin six of U1 
regardless of the position of the ten turn pot. 


By chance I bumped the rig and the voltage jumped to 2.3V. But while 
turning the pot, the voltage dropped back to 0.75V. After checking for 
poor solder joints in the vfo area and lightly pushing components in the 
vfo area of the board, I held the body of the ten turn pot in one hand 
and gently ‘flexed' the shaft while observing the voltages on pin 2. The 


voltages would jump around erratically as I flexed the shaft. 
Fortunately I had ordered two ten turn pots in the group buy on 
QRP-L...installed the second pot, adjusted the trimmer of the vfo for 
the recommended 999 announcement...NC20 is working FB. Upon reflection I 
must have abused the shaft when I cut its length to provide a close fit 
to the front panel for the tuning knob...I will just leave the tuning 
knob ‘stick out' further from the front panel this time around.

My view of it is even simpler - I divide distance in miles by power out 
and, if it is more than 1000, I issue the award. I use the coordinates 
from Buckmaster and run them through a program from the ARRL called bd. 
Antenna type, height, being indoors or underwater, using a rusty wire, 
etc., do not affect the calculation.

get the pleasure of working the above, but at 0125 utc that little rig 
was sounding real nice here in N.E. Ms.!

My pleasure, Randy. It was an easy QSO, at least from my end. :-) I am 
also taking it on the road a lot over the coming months. It will be in 
Ft Tuthill (W1AW/7/QRP), then in Golden CO (Aug 14-15) for some after 
hours operating as W1IRFI/O (if I can manage it). It will be in West 
Virginia (Jackson's Mill West Virginia State Convention) as W1RFI/8 
later in August. I am trying to give everyone a shot at it. :-) 


I am running the little rig from 3 9-volt batteries. Surprisingly, they 

last 2-3 days at a few hours a day. With the minor mod DeMaw recommended 
in the original article, and that 27-volt supply, I am now getting 1.5 

W out of the little thing. :-) I want to make is as easy as possible to 
work. 


My receiver is the Binaural Receiver (KK7B, March 99 QST). I gotta' 
tell you, that "stereo" effect grows on me! Although the receiver is 
not single-signal, and is (for now) broad as a barn door, the binaural 
effect spreads out the received bandpass spatially, greatly helping copy 
in QRM and QRN. I personally find QRN very distracting, but the way 

the binaural receiver handles it, the desired signal has a "presence" 
that just seems to punch through. 


It even helps with the digital garbage on 7040. Last night, that 
multitone digital station plopped on frequency at about the same level 
as a station I was in QSO with. In monoaural mode, I could just make 
him out; in binaural mode, he was Q5, once my ears and brain got into 
the spirit of things. 


I tell ya'; a DSP implementation of this that was single signal, but 
spread the bandpass out like that would be a dream! Maybe I gotta' buy 
that Motorola DSP board one of these days and make a bit of time. :-) 

In the meantime, the next mod to the binaural receiver is going to be 
some audio bandpass/low-pass filters, switchable. The binaural effect 
is most pronounced from O-about 1500 Hz, so throwing away >1500 Hz audio 
will not really lose the "presence." 


Now, it gets really fun. I love QSK and hate T/R switches, so as I was 
putting the Binaural Receiver together, I remembered that I had the PC 
boards left over from the "Quick" keyer from the June 99 QST. To 
refresh memories, this keyer has outputs for T/R switching, audio mute, 
RIT and keying. A followup article, beyond the Quick, is in the works 
for a PIN diode T/R switch and mutable amp. I put it all together, 
built up a stereo version of the audio amp and, when I was done, I had a 
full QSK transceiver, using separate transmitter and receivers! Love 
it! 


The Binaural Recevier could have been a bit more sensitive, so I built a 
broad-band MMIC amp, using a MAR-3, from the Feb 87 QST article. Let me 
tell you, in spite of the lack of selectivity, that combo plays! You 
haven't lived until you hear QRN in stereo! 


It is still a bit haywire, but I will bring it to Ft Tuthill, as long as 
everyone promises not to pick on my breadboard techniques. They are 
going to have a more selective receiver available, in case it is needed, 
and an audio amp so folks can hear CW stereo as they walk by! :-)

You may remember ('cause I'm not sure I do) that while at the beach I had 
a QSO with a guy in Australia & a guy in Uruguay.

The DSW-40 is basically an SW-40+ with the analog VFO replaced with a DDS. 

By ‘digital noise’ I assume you mean coupling from the PIC microcontroller 
to the receiver circuitry. The microcontroller/DDS is run on a regulator 
separate from the rest of the receiver circuitry, and its operating frequency 
is chosen to mininize interfence with the receiver. 


Here's 'the short version': I don't hear any digital noise. :-)

No John Jr. news comments here. Just nerdy techie stuff...... 


The last set of experiments I did suprised me. As you may recall, 
MPN3404's seemed to be the cause of distortion in a band switching 
circuit used to select one of ten bandpass filters. A 1N914/4148 
worked fine with the exception of a 20% reduction in amplitude. These 
tests were done at 3.5Mhz. 


I located a 1N4004 to try. It worked wonderfully with no visual 
distortion (confirmed with specturm analyzer). Then I tried a 
1N4001; same results. Hmmmmm...... 


I have no distortion at 14Mhz and above. At 10Mhz, there is a 
small amount of distortion but not bad. The amount of distortion 
increases as the frequency goes down. I tested my circuit from 
1.8Mhz to 10Mhz. 


Still running about the same amount of current thru these puppies; 
about 4ma. I have no explaination for the behavior except for 
the carrier lifetime of the MPN3404 may be too short in some 
applications below 10Mhz. 


For now, I'm sticking with 1N4004 or 1N4007. They work fine from 
1.8Mhz to 10Mhz. Maybe I can get back into the lab and see what 


kind of distortion the PIN diodes are creating at low frequencies 
with a spectrum analyzer.

Sometimes the chip seems to "hang", e.g. i have one paddle pressed, a 
dah is starting, now i press the dit paddle and after the dah is over: 


Nothing happens. No dit sound, no dah sound, nothing. first i have to 
release the paddles and now (when i press again one of them) it works 
again. 


I think, it must have anything to do with the fuses, watchdog timer, 
mclear etc. pp. 


Has anyone any idea, how to set the fuses correctly or what else could 
be the fix for my problem?

If your 10-turn pot shaft is the same length as the ones I have, all you 
need to do is drill the hole in the tuning knob a little bit deeper. The 
bottom of the hole had a small amount of flash in it that prevented the 
knob from bottoming properly. Just be careful to not drill all the way 
through the plastic and out the front of the knob. Setting the depth stop 
on a drill press is the best way to accomplish this, but careful use of a 
hand drill with repeated stops to check for correct depth will also work. 
A drill with a nearly-flat point angle (as in an end mill) would be the 
ideal tool, so grind or file that old broken 1/4" bit to suit the task. 


In short - don't cut the pot's shaft if you can avoid it. But if you must 
cut, then clamp the shaft tightly with a vise on the end, and saw 
carefully. A dremel tool and cut-off wheel also works well, but clamp the 
shaft still so it doesn't turn and break the cutting disk.
